(c)  VACCINATION. 


During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  number 
of  primary  vaccinations  performed  in  the  Borough:  The  number  of  re¬ 
vaccinations  has  also  increased  but  this  has  been  due  in  some  measure  to 
the  outbreak  of  smallpox  experienced  in  another  part  of  the  country  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year.  Vaccination  propaganda  has  been  carried  out 
in  the  form  of  posters  and  leaflets,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  had  the 
desired  effect. 

Vaccinations  and  Inoculations  have  also  been  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department  to  meet  the  requirements  of  business 
representatives  going  abroad  on  behalf  of  their  firms.

No  cases  of  generalised  vaccinia,  post  vaccinal  Encephalomyelitis  or 
deaths  from  other  complications  were  reported  during  1950.

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(h)  Diphtheria  immunisation. 

Facilities  for  Diphtheria  Immunisation  are  now  provided  at  all  Infant 
Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  1950,  1,434  children  under  five  years  received  Primary 
Diphtheria  Immunisation,  and  ! 97  a  reinforcing  dose  (these  children  have 
been  previously  immunised). 

None  of  these  children  were  schick  tested. 

Table  on  page  50  gives  comprehensive  figures  of  children  immunised 
for  1933-1950  by  age  groups. 


(i)  Treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child, 

The  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  the  Pre-School  Child  set  out  in  detail 
in  the  1938  Report  has  been  continued  during  1950  with  very  satisfactory 
results. 

Provision  for  the  Treatment  of  Verminous  Heads  in  the  Pre-School  Child. 

The  number  of  infected  heads  discovered  during  the  year  was  17,  all  in 
the  course  of  home  visitation  by  Health  Visitors.  In  all  cases  facilities 
for  treatment  were  provided  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Department 
hy  the  supply  of  hair  shampoo  and  the  loan  of  sacker  combs.  In  every 
instance  remedy  was  speedily  effected. 


(j)  The  Stockport  Voluntary  Committee  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

During  the  year  the  splendid  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  Mothers  and 
Children  of  Stockport  has  again  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  this  branch 
•of  social  service,  and  our  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Voluntary  Committee 
for  their  great  help. 


(k)  Provision  of  IVSilk  for  Necessitous  Mothers  and  Children. 


During  1940  this  particular  service  was  placed  on  a  National  basis,  and  is 
now  performed  by  the  Local  Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  with  the 
co-operation  of  this  Department. 


(I)  Supply  of  Dried  Milk. 

Various  brands  of  dried  milk  are  sold  at  the  Clinics  at  cost  price  plus  ten 
per  cent,  for  handling  charges.  The  amount  supplied  is  restricted  to  the 
quantity  required  by  the  individual  child.

The  sale  of  National  Dried  Milk  at  cheap  rates  through  the  Food  Office 
has  reduced  the  distribution  of  proprietary  brands  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 
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(B)  MIDWIFERY 

a)  Municipal  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service. 

The  arrangements  for  this  Service  were  similar  to  previous  years.

(b)  Supervision  of  Midwives. 


During  the  year  53  midwives  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise 
in  the  Borough.  These  include  31  at  the  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  and  6  at 
Nursing  Homes.  No  mid  wives  residing  outside  the  Borough  gave 
notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  applications  by  Midwives  for  Medical 
assistance  was  97,  compared  with  124  in  1949. 

(c)  Supervision  of  Mursing  Homes. 

Eight  Nursing  Homes  were  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of 
1950  ;  no  new  applications  were  received  during  the  year.  These  Homes 
are  inspected  at  four -monthly  intervals  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  due  attention  being  paid 
to  premises,  equipment  and  registers. 

(d)  Caro  of  Premature  Babies. 

Previous  to  the  publication  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  20/44, 
the  birth  weight  of  all  babies  born  in  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport 
was  notified  upon  the  Birth  Notification  Card  ;  since  October,  1944, 
babies  who  were  prematurely  born  were  either  removed  to  Stepping  Hill 
Hospital  within  an  hour  or  so  of  birth,  or  nursed  at  home  with  extra  nursing 
care. 

Since  application  of  Circular  20/44,  three  special  draught  proof  cots 
have  been  obtained,  together  with  electric  blankets  and  hot  water  bottles 
and  other  adequate  equipment  for  the  care  of  the  premature  baby  born 
and  remaining  at  home.  Special  nursing  facilities  are  given. 

Premature  babies  born  in  Hospital,  on  discharge  are  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  together  with  weight  and  particulars  of  feeding. 
Such  cases,  are  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitor  of  the  district  in 
which  the  child  resides. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  and  in  need  of  Hospital  care  are  conveyed 
within  an  hour  or  so  after  birth  in  an  ambulance  with  supply  of  oxygen, 
together  with  a  heated  basket  and  nurse  in  attendance. 

Number  of  Premature  Babies  born  on  the  district  and  nursed  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  Circular  is  39,  all  weighing  at  birth  less  than  5|  lbs. 
Thirty- one  babies  survived  at  the  end  of  one  month  from  date  of  birth  ; 
4  of  the  5  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  24  hours,  1  died  between  the 
2nd  and  7th  day,  and  three  babies  were  transferred  to  hospital.  In  hospital 
171  premature  babies  were  born  and  notified  under  5  Jibs.  in  weight,  134 
survived. 


(e)  Blood  Investigation. 

Blood  investigation  has  been  carried  out  on  all  cases  attending  ante-natal 
clinics  since  the  12th  April  of  this  year.  Blood  has  been  investigated  for 
Rh  classification,  Wasserman  re-action  and  haemoglobin  levels. 

During  this  period  428  samples  of  blood  were  taken  for  Rh  testing,  and 
of  this  number  115  were  Rh-negative.  Only  4  of  these  Rh-negative  women 
subsequently  carried  anti -bodies,  and  these  cases  were  transferred  to  hospital 
(2  to  Stepping  Hill  Hospital  and  2  to  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester). 
All  the  babies  born  from  these  Rh-negative  women  were  alive  and  well. 

The  number  of  Wasserman  re-action  and  Kahn  tests  carried  out  during 
the  year  was  380.  Five  positive  results  were  obtained  from  this  group. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  comprehensive  figures  of  all  the  cases 
of  pregnancies  occurring  in  the  town,  but  it  is  hoped  next  year  to  include 
all  blood  investigations  carried  out  in  the  institutional  and  domiciliary 
midwifery  services. 


(C)  HOME  NURSING. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  public  demand  for  the  Home  Nursing 
Service  lias  steadily  increased  and  all  previous  records  in  respect  of  visits 
paid,  etc.,  have  been  exceeded.  Despite  the  exceedingly  heavy  demands 
on  the  Service  I  am  pleased  to  point  out  that  all  calls  have  been  met  and  the 
Service  is  proving  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  Local  Health  Authority’s 
Services. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service  is  situated  at  39,  Greek 
Street,  Stockport,  and  the  premises  have  now  been  purchased  by  the 
Stockport  Corporation. 

In  the  case  of  night  duty  a  nurse  is  on  call  for  cases  of  special  emergency. 

The  nursing  home  has  now  been  registered  as  a  key  training  centre  for 
Student  Nurses. 

Nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  may  be  borrowed  in  approved  cases 
from  the  Service  and  can  be  drawn,  on  signature,  on  condition  that  the 
Local  Health  Authority  may  effect  recovery  of  the  cost  if  the  equipment  or 
apparatus  is  broken,  damaged  or  lost.

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SECTION  VIII. 

Prevention  of  Illness — Care  and  After-Care. 

(a)  Health  Education. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  has  continued  its  endeavour  to  keep  the 
public  informed  of  the  preventive  measures  against  disease  by  means  of 
Health  Education,  especially  with  regard  to  Immunisation  and  Vaccination 
against  Diphtheria  and  Smallpox. 

Various  posters  obtained  from  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Education 
have  been  displayed  on  the  five  Empire  Marketing  Board  Frames  whicn 
are  situated  in  different  parts  of  the  borough. 

The  display  of  Health  Topics  on  the  Health  Department  Propaganda 
Notice  Board,  including  display  sets  from  the  Central  Office  of  Information, 
has  been  continued  throughout  the  year,  supported  by  suitable  leaflets. 

Copies  of  ££  Better  Health,”  the  official  journal  of  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education  have  been  distributed  to  the  public  through  the 
Health  Department  Propaganda  Section,  Welfare  Centres  and  Clinics. 
The  Welfare  Centres  have  been  invaluable  for  the  display  of  posters,  also 
for  the  distribution  of  leaflets. 

An  Exhibition  Stand,  on  loan  from  the  Central  Council  for  Health  Educa¬ 
tion,  has  been  displayed  at  the  Welfare  Centres.  The  Topics  are  inter¬ 
changeable  and  are  on  loan  for  approximately  six  weeks. 

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

Active  immunisation  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  so  far  has  not  been  undertaken, 
/  but  vaccine  is  now  being  made  available  to  the  Chest  Physicians  by  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  the  protection  of  negative  re-actors 
in  groups  of  people  exposed  to  the  risk  of  immediate  contact  with  open  cases 
of  tuberculosis.  In  some  cases,  though  not  in  all,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
isolate  the  negative  re-actors  for  a  period  prior  to,  and  after  vaccination. 
Attention  must  be  given  to  this  matter  and  some  suitable  premises  earmarked 
for  this  purpose. 

Consideration  has  been  given,  as  far  as  circumstances  permit,  to  the 
re-housing  of  tuberculous  families,  and  during  the  past  year  new  housing 
accommodation  has  been  allocated  to  twelve  families. 

The  Members  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  visit  the  homes  of  tuberculous 
cases  on  receipt  of  notification  and  offer  any  necessary  advice.  They  are 
also  responsible  for  visiting  cases  of  tuberculosis  on  discharge  from  sanatorai 
immediately  information  of  discharge  is  received  by  the  Health  Department. 
Visits  are  undertaken  at  three-monthly  intervals  in  the  case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  at  six-monthly  intervals  in  the  case  of  bones  and  joints,

(i)  Population. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  civilian  population  for  the 
Borough  at  mid-year,  1950,  is  142,110,  an  increase  of  650  on  the  previous 
year.  This  figure  is  based  primarily  on  the  National  Register  enumera¬ 
tion  taken  at  the  end  of  September,  1939,  adjusted  for  the  subsequent 
movement  of  population  derived  from  that  Register.  Non-Civilians  (i.e., 
Stockport  inhabitants  serving  with  His  Majesty’s  Forces)  are  excluded 
from  this  estimate. 

(ii)  Births. 

The  corrected  number  of  births  registered  for  the  Borough  during  1950, 
was  2,150,  of  which  1,118  were  males  and  1,032  females.  The  birth-rate 
per  thousand  of  the  population  was  equal  to  15.13,  the  firure  for  1949 
being  16.11.  In  1949  there  were  2,279  births— 1,148  males,  1,131  females. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  15.8. 

(iii)  Deaths. 

The  corrected  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  1950,  was  1,867,  namely, 
936  males  and  931  females.  The  death-rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population  was  13.14,  as  compared  with  13.18  in  1949. 

The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  11.6.

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  was  76,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  1950  of  35.35.  The  Rate  for  1950,  for 
England  and  Wales  was  29.8,  and  for  the  County  Boroughs  and  Great 
Towns  33.8. 


(iv)  Illegitimacy. 

During  the  year  there  were  114  illegitimate  births  recorded  by  the 
Registrar- General  as  belonging  to  the  Borough,  as  compared  with  116  in 
1949.  This  gives  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  53.02  per  thousand  total 
live  births,  as  compared  with  50.90  in  1949. 


The  infant  mortality  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children  was  26.32  per 
thousand  illegitimate  births.

(h)  ICE  CREAM  VENDORS, 

During  the  year  481  visits  of  inspections  were  made  to  ice  cream  premises 
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Poliomyelitis. 

Nineteen  cases  were  notified  during  1950,  and  of  these,  fourteen  were 
treated  at  Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport,  three  at  Monsall  Hospital, 
Manchester,  one  at  Booth  Hall  Hospital  and  one  at  Guiseborough  Hospital. 
Eleven  cases  were  discharged,  four  transferred  to  Marple  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  and  two  transferred  to  Stepping  Hill  Hospital.  There  were  two 
deaths  (one  male,  aged  24  years,  and  one  female  aged  8  years). 

Polio-encephalitis. 

Of  the  three  cases  of  Polio-encephalitis,  which  were  all  treated  at  Cherry 
Tree  Hospital,  two  died  and  one  was  discharged. 


Typhoid  and  Paratyphoid  Fevers. 

Two  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  (Para.  B)  were  notified  during  1950.  There 
were  no  deaths.  Both  cases  were  treated  at  Cherry  Tree  Hospital,  Stockport. 

Terminal  Disinfection. 

It  was  decided  in  March,  1950,  to  dispense  with  terminal  disinfection  in 
cases  of  infectious  disease,  except  smallpox,  tuberculosis  and  the  enteric 
fevers.  Disinfection  of  library  books  is  still  carried  out  in  order  to  comply 
with  Section  155  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Requests  are  made  from  time  to  time  for  terminal  disinfection  in  cases 
of  non-infectious  disease.  When  disinfection  is  carried  out  in  cases  of  this 
type  a  charge  of  10s.  6d.  is  made  except  in  the  case  of  cancer. 

There  has  been  no  significant  increase  in  the  infectious  disease  rates  since 
terminal  disinfection  ceased. 


Food  Poisoning. 

The  Registrar  General  requested  Medical  Officers  of  Health  from  the 
beginning  of  1949  to  include  the  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  in  their 
weekly  returns  and  also  to  make  a  quarterly  return  of  the  total  of  such  cases 
amended  by  reason  of  corrected  diagnoses.  During  1950,  notifications  in 
respect  of  65  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  received  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Neoplasm. 

During  the  year  292  deaths  from  Neoplasms  were  recorded — 158  males 
and  134  females. 

Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

The  arrangements  are  similar  to  previous  years  ;  there  were  245  registered 
blind  persons  in  the  Borough  at  the  31st  March,  1950 — 116  males  and  129 
females.

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  each  toddler  can  receive  a  thorough 
overhaul  each  year,  on  the  lines  of  the  routine  School  Medical  Inspection. 
In  1950,  2,140  toddlers  received  such  an  examination,  compared  with  2,160 
in  1949.  There  is  still  room  for  expansion  in  this  work,  and  parents  do  not 
yet  fully  appreciate  the  value  of  this  routine  medical  inspection.

Mental  Health  Services. 


(f)  Provision  of  Nursing  Equipment  and  Apparatus. 

An  adequate  supply  of  nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  is  available  at 
the  Nurses’  Home,  Greek  Street.  The  Voluntary  Committee  of  the  Stockport 
Sick  Poor  Nursing  has  provided  supplies  of  bed  linen,  mattresses,  bed  rests, 
bed  pans,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  available  to  meet  the  needs  of  persons 
being  nursed  in  their  own  homes.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Voluntary 
Committee  for  the  provision  of  these  useful  articles. 

(g)  Convalescent  Treatment. 

The  arrangements  whereby  six  beds  are  retained  at  the  Ormerod  Home, 
St.  Annes-on-Sea,  for  children  of  school  age,  have  been  continued  during 
1950.  During  the  summer  months  additional  beds  at  this  Horae  are 
necessar}^  to  cope  with  the  increased  number  of  applications  relating  to 
children  who  are  in  need,  and  who  will  benefit  from  a  health  point  of  view, 
from  a  stay  at  the  seaside  for  a  few  weeks.  In  addition,  where  it  is  con¬ 
sidered  necessary,  children  are  admitted  to  other  convalescent  homes  for 
longer  periods. 

By  these  means  some  62  children  of  school  age  have  been  provided  with 
convalescent  treatment  during  the  year. 

Applications  made  by  adults  for  convalescent  treatment  receive  the 
attention  of  this  Department,  and  during  the  year  some  63  adult  persons 
have  been  sent  to  various  convalescent  homes. 

All  applications  (children  and  adults)  for  convalescent  treatment  are 
thoroughly  investigated  as  to  ability  to  pay  the  whole  or  proportion  of  the 
cost,  and  the  charge  is  assessed  in  accordance  with  the  scale  laid  down  in 
the  memorandum  drawn  up  by  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corporations.

I  HAVE  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  during  the  year  1950.  At  the  end  of  the  half-century  it  is 
interesting  and  illuminating  to  compare  some  of  the  more  important 
vital  statistics  for  1900  with  those  of  1950.

This  provides  conclusive  proof  that  the  town  has  grown  markedly  during 
the  past  50  years.  Moreover,  the  general  health  and  well-being  of  the  people 
have  improved  beyond  measure.  The  infantile  mortality  rate  which  is 
often  regarded  as  the  key  index  figure  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  health 
services  is  the  lowest  yet  recorded  in  the  history  of  the  town.  The  marked 
reduction  in  the  death  rate  from  both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  during  the  last  50  years  is  another  notable  feature. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  implementing 
the  new  duties  to  be  undertaken  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

The  Nurses’  Home  in  Greek  Street,  formerly  owned  by  the  Stockport 
Sick  Poor  Nursing  Association,  was  purchased  by  the  Corporation  in 
February.  The  first  occupation  centre  for  mental  defectives — “  Prospect 
House,”  70,  Derby  Road — with  accommodation  for  36  children,  was  almost 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  was  opened  on  the  6th  March,  1951. 
A  second  day  nursery  for  children  under  two  years  of  age— Whitehill  Day 
Nursery  in  South  Reddish — reached  its  final  stages  and  was  eventually 
opened  in  May  of  this  year.  The  improvement  in  the  ambulance  service 
was  continued  ;  three  new  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year,  and 
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(■ e )  SICKNESS  FIGURES. 

In  an  endeavour  to  arrive  at  some  idea  of  the  incidence  of  sickness  in  the 
area,  weekly  figures  have  been  obtained  from  the  local  insurance  office  of 
the  number  of  first  sickness  certificates  submitted  by  the  working  population. 
This  information  has  been  tabulated  and  is  shown  in  the  form  of  a  graph, 
and  indicates  the  fluctuations  which  have  taken  place  week  by  week  through¬ 
out  the  year.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  peak  period  of  sickness  occurred 
in  the  month  of  March.  This  was  largely  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
incidence  at  that  time  of  the  year  of  respiratory  diseases,  and  more  particu¬ 
larly  influenzal  attacks.

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(c)  (vii)  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  15  Corporation  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with 
buys  All  the  houses  were  treated  with  D.D.T.  or  other  insecticide. 

In  the  case  of  rehousing  of  families  into  Corporation  houses,  the 
furniture  and  bedding  from  120  houses  was  disinfested. 

In  the  case  of  privately  owned  houses,  47  cases  of  bug  infestation  were 
investigated,  and  it  is  known  that  2  of  the  houses  were  fumigated  by 
Hydrogen  Cyanide,  and  45  treated  by  D.D.T.  or  other  insecticide. 

(c)  (viii)  Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  Controiied  by  Byelaws 
or  Regulations. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  2  Common  Lodging  Houses 
in  the  Borough,  to  which  54  visits  were  paid  during  the  year. 

Bakehouses.  There  are  105  bakehouses  (five  of  which  are  under- 
ground),  to  which  350  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  year 

Offensive  Trades.  There  are  in  the  Borough  18  premises  in  which 
one  or  other  of  the  offensive  trades  are  carried  on,  and  23  visits  were  made 
to  these  during  the  year. 

Fairs  and  Wakes  and  Travelling  Vans.  In  connection  with  fairs 
and  vans,  32  caravans  used  as  dwelling  houses  were  inspected.

Improvements  have  taken  place  during  the  year  to  the  vehicles  used 
for  the  transport  of  meat. 

A  total  of  3,829  inspections  have  been  made  to  premises  used  for  the 
preparation,  storage,  and  sale  of  food. 

260  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture,  storage,  or  sale  of  ice 
cream  and  these  have  received  regular  supervision  during  the  past  year.

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SECTION  VIE 

Mental  Health  Services. 


(a)  introduction. 

The  domiciliary  service  includes  : — 

(i)  The  ascertainment  of  cases  of  mental  ill-health  and  mental  deficiency. 

(ii)  The  initial  proceedings  for  obtaining  detention  and  reception  orders 
and  transferring  persons  of  unsound  mind  to  establishments  under  the 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  arranging  interviews  at  Psychiatric  Clinics. 

(iii)  The  statutory  supervision,  provision  of  after-care,  etc.,  of  mental 
defectives  living  in  the  community. 

(iv)  The  provision  of  occupational  treatment  for  mental  defectives. 

(b)  Administration. 

(a)  A  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  under  the  direction  of  this  Committee,  is  responsible  for 
the  control  of  this  service.  Meetings  are  held  each  month. 

( b )  Administrative  Officer — -Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Part  time). 

Medical  Officer — (i)  Medical  Officer  from  nearest  Mental  Hospital  under 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  (Part  time)  ;  (ii)  Senior  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officer  (Part  time). 

In  addition  to  the  above,  two  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Health 
Authority  and  two  Medical  Officers  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  are 
approved  under  Sections  3  and  5  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913,  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  Medical  Certificates. 

Three  Duly  Authorised  Officers- — 2  males  and  1  female — are  at  present 
employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authority.  These  Officers  also  act  in  the 
capacity  of  Mental  Health  Workers  and  Visitors. 

(c)  Co-ordination  is  maintained  with  Regional  Hospital  Boards  and 
Hospital  Management  Committees- — -the  Local  Health  Authority  providing 
the  following  reports  : — 

(i)  Home  conditions  of  patients  who  fall  due  each  quarter  for  reconsidera¬ 
tion  by  the  Statutory  Visitors  under  Section  11, 

(ii)  Home  conditions  in  respect  of  applications  for  Holiday  or  Trial  leave. 

(iii)  Progress  and  Supervision  Reports  on  patients  who  are  absent  from 
Institutions  on  Trial  leave — usually  at  monthly  intervals  during  the  first 
three  months  and  subsequently  quarterly. 

(iv)  The  Local  Health  Authority  undertakes  the  pre-care  work  of  cases 
reported  and  the  after-care  work  of  cases  notified  by  the  various  mental 
institutions  and  hospitals,  regular  supervisory  visits  being  conducted. 
Pull  social  histories  of  cases  are  compiled  at  the  request  of  Psychiatric 
social  workers,  and  these  are  proving  of  great  value  in  the  treatment  of  such 
cas  s. 

(d)  The  Local  Health  Authority  undertake  all  duties- — none  being 
delegated  to  Voluntary  Associations. 
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(D  Two  of  the  three  Duly  Authorised  Officers  have  had  courses  at  Calder- 
stones  Hospital  on  the  Various  aspects  of  Mental  Deficiency.

Ambulance  Services. 


(a)  General. 

Daring  1950  the  improvement  of  the  accommodation  of  the  Ambulance 
Service  was  carried  a  stage  further,  with  the  installation  of  a  gas  fired 
heating  system.  Further  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  social  room 
provided  for  the  staff. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  demands  on  the  services  of  the  Stockport 
Ambulance  Service  have  again  increased  compared  with  previous  years,  but 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  service  has  once  again  proved  equal  to  these 
demands  and  has  continued  to  run  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

Of  the  27  Driver/Attendants,  6  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Certificate 
and  Home  Nursing  Certificate  and  20  hold  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Certificate. 


(b)  Vehicles. 

As  in  previous  years  the  replacement  of  older  vehicles,  by  the  purchase  of 
new  ones,  has  been  continued,  three  new  ambulances  having  been  obtained 
during  the  year  with  a  consequent  saving  in  petrol  consumption  and 
maintenance  charges  also  resulting  in  improved  service  to  the  public.  The 
three  new  vehicles  are  all  Bedfords  fitted  with  Lomas  Special  £4F”  Type 
body,  and  additional  equipment.  Two  ambulances  have  been  re-conditioned 
and  all  vehicles  have  been  fitted  with  Dunlopillo  Mattresses  and  pillow's. 

The  general  purpose  Austin  Van  and  three  of  the  older  ambulances  were 
sold  during  the  year. 

The  transportation  of  midwives  to  and  from  cases  was  continued  and 
569  journeys  were  made  in  this  connection. 

459  Disinfections  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 


(e)  Garages. 

Further  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  Garage  Accommodation, 
the  levelling  of  floors,  preparation  for  extensions,  heating  of  garages  also 
internal  and  external  painting  are  among  the  many  points  which  have  had 
attention  during  the  past  year.

— of  these,  28,776  were  chargeable  to  the  Cheshire  County  Council. 
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further  alterations  and  improvements  took  place  at  the  Depot,  ensuring 
a  more  efficient  service  to  the  public.  A  combined  school  clinic,  infant 
welfare  and  ante-natal  clinic,  with  two  dental  surgeries,  was  opened  in 
September  at  32,  Heaton  Moor  Road. 

Although  the  new  tuberculosis  vaccine  B.C.G.  is  not  in  general  use, 
arrangements  are  in  hand  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Research  Council 
for  a  trial  scheme  to  be  operated  in  Stockport  during  1951  and  ensuing 
years.  The  group  chosen  is  children  approaching  15  years  of  age,  leaving 
the  modern  secondary  schools.  It  is  the  intention  to  keep  these  children 
under  close  medical  supervision  until  they  attain  18  to  21  years  of  age,  to 
ascertain  what  effect  the  impact  of  industry  has  on  the  health  of  the 
adolescent. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  immediately  preceding  Reports  to  the 
gaps  to  be  bridged  if  the  new  service  is  to  be  an  unqualified  success.  During 
the  year  consultations  have  taken  place  with  the  result  that  institutional 
and  domiciliary  midwifery  are  now  much  more  closely  co-ordinated,  and 
the  midwifery  beds  allocated  in  accordance  with  medical  need  on  a  planned 
priority  basis.  An  attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  set  up  a  co¬ 
ordinating  committee  representing  the  local  Management  Committee,  the 
Executive  Council  and  the  Local  Health  Authority,  to  co-ordinate  the 
services  at  a  local  level. 

I  wish  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  Members  of  the  Staff  for  their 
loyal  service  and  response  to  all  demands  which  have  been  made  upon 
them. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  various  Committees  for  their  consideration 
and  encouragement  at  all  times.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(a)  (i)  Water. 

The  water  supply  of  Stockport  is  provided  by  the  Stockport  Corporation 
Water  Undertaking,  which  has  a  statutory  area  of  supply  of  77  square 
miles  and  also  provides  supplies  in  bulk  to  other  districts. 

The  total  area  supplied  with  water  is  126  square  miles,  with  an  estimated 
poprdation  in  1950  of  258,800,  the  average  daily  consumption  being 
9,785,000  gallons. 

The  estimated  population  supplied  in  bulk  is  29,000,  with  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  1,136,000  gallons  and  the  estimated  population 
supplied  in  detail  is  229,800,  with  an  average  daily  consumption  of  8,649,000 
gallons,  equal  to  37.64  gallons  per  head  per  day,  27.04  gallons  being  un¬ 
metered  (i.e.,  Domestic)  and  10.60  gallons  metered  (i.e.,  Trade). 

(i)  The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satisfac¬ 
tory  (a)  in  quality  and  ( b )  in  quantity. 

(ii)  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water 
and  weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being 
satisfactory.  Chemical  analyses  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  and 
treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

(hi)  The  water  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action, 
with  satisfactory  results.  The  chemical  analyses  are  dealt  with  in 
(ii)  above. 

(iv)  The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical 
filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated. 

(v)  43,511  dwelling  houses  with  a  population  of  142,110  are  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses.  No  domestic  supplies 
are  given  by  standpipe.

(e)  BURIAL  OF  UNCLAIMED  BODIES. 


As  stated  in  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  the  responsibility  for  the 
administration  of  this  service  now  rests  with  the  Local  Health  Authority, 
but  the  Minister  of  Health  has  advised  that  Hospital  Management 
Committees  and  Boards  of  Governors  of  Teaching  Hospitals  have  power  to 
arrange  and  pay  for  the  burial  or  cremation  of  patients  who  die  in  hospital . 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  requested  Hospital  Committees  and  Boards 
to  exercise  this  power  in  the  case  of 

(a)  deceased  patients  whose  relatives  cannot  be  traced  ; 

(b)  those  whose  relatives  are  traceable  but  were  not,  immediately  before 
the  patient’s  death,  liable  for  his  maintenance  under  Section  42  (1) 
of  the  National  Assistance  Act  and  are  not  willing  to  arrange  for  the 
burial  ;  and 

(r)  those  whose  relatives  are  unable  to  obtain  a  death  grant  under  the 
National  Insurance  Act,  1946,  and  cannot  otherwise  afford  to  arrange 
for  burial.

The  town  is  divided  into  twelve  districts  and  one  Health  Visitor 


is 


responsible  for  each  division.  The  visiting  is  undertaken  by  an  all  purpose 
Health  Visitor  and  not  one  specially  assigned  to  the  care  of  the  tuberculous. 


Financial  responsibility  is  undertaken  by  the  Health  Authority  for  suitable 
cases  which  are  transferred  to  colonies  on  completion  of  sanatorium  treat¬ 
ment.  In  the  past  year  use  has  been  made  of  facilities  at  Wrenbury  Hall 
and  Barrowmore  Hall. 


(c)  Venereal  Disease. 

The  treatment  of  venereal  disease  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 


(d)  Mental  Illness  or  Defectiveness. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  in  addition  to  its  other  duties  already 
described  in  detail  under  Section  VII  is  responsible  for  the  after-care  arrange¬ 
ments  of  those  suffering  from  mental  illness  or  defectiveness.  The  Mental 
Welfare  Officers  undertake  the  domiciliary  visiting  of  mental  defectives 
where  necessary  and  also  the  follow-up  of  cases  discharged  from  mental 
hospitals. 

During  the  past  year  the  adaptation  of  a  building  at  70,  Derbj^  Road, 
Heaton  Moor,  as  an  Occupation  Centre,  has  almost  been  completed  and  it 
is  expected  that  it  will  be  in  operation  early  in  1951.  The  Centre  will 
cater  for  36  children  and  is  to  be  known  as  “  Prospect  House.”  This 
Centre  will  supply  a  useful  contribution  in  the  field  of  care  and  after  care 
for  Mental  defectives,  especially  in  view  of  the  limited  accommodation 
available  in  the  various  institutions. 

Details  of  the  domiciliary  work  carried  out  by  the  Mental  Welfare  Service 
are  given  on  pages  71,  72. 


(e)  Other  Types  of  Illness. 

Cases  notified  by  Hospital  Authorities  in  need  ol  after-care  on  their 
discharge  from  hospital  have  in  general  been  looked  after  by  the  Staff  of 
our  Home  Nursing  Service.  The  Health  Visitors  and  the  Domestic  Help 
Service  have  also  assisted  in  this  way.  Close  liason  has  been  maintained 
with  the  family  doctors  and  where  home  nursing  has  been  requested  by  the 
doctor,  this  has  been  provided. 

The  problem  of  the  number  of  old  people  requiring  care  and  attention, 
living  in  unsatisfactory  conditions  in  their  own  homes  and  unwilling  or 
unable  to  obtain  hospital  treatment,  is  a  major  one,  where  possible  the 
combined  efforts  of  the  Home  Nursing  Service  and  the  Domestic  Help 
Service  have  been  utilised  to  mitigate  this  state  of  affairs.
